Cnirls of Cbioago. 


A prairie feirl a few yenia ago won 


to Chicago. She scarcely tipped thi 
scales at 100 pounds. She went to 
one of the darkest parts of Cliieagc 
and lighted lier lamp. Sho did no 
organize a society, but she socnrec 
tho companionship of a eympathoti 
friend, who believed in her experi 
ment. Sho secured rooms and began 
work. She had no more ordination 
than did tho woman who loft her 
watering pot and went to preach, the 
gospel after sho hail met Jesus. Bu- 
this young lady did not attempt to 
preach so much ns to practice. Verj 
BOOH her light began to spread ant 
to kindle, and a month ago when '. 
visited Hull House I was astonishec 
at two things — first, at tho radiating 
influence and varied activities of this 
settlement, and, second, that it shoult 
have all been brought about, by those 
two bravo little women. 


It is but five years since these two 


residents began thoir work, and now 
it is estimated that 2, 000 peoplocomo 
to Hull House each, week, either us 
members of clubs or organizations 
or as parts oi an audience. One him 
dred of them come iu> teachers or loc 
tracers or directors of clubs. There 
is a charming library. Two hundred 
and fifty students are enrolled in tho 
college extension course.

CARELESS ABOUT THE TEETH. 


o Great Majority Arc Nrjcllgtint In TliJ* 


Important Matter. 


Much has boon ,uid will bo written 


on tho caro of the tiethbociHihOBOmtiny 
persons do not appreciate the^o valuable 
orgtras of niastiuatinn. If tooth arc well 
cared for and regularly inspected hy tho 
dontiwt, decay will hardly have an op- 
portunity to <lo groat harm before it is 
stopped. Decay often h.is its beginning 
in bits of food sticking between the 
tooth aud forming tho starting point of 
a diseased tooth. 


The toothpick should bo used regular- 


ly after each moul and after eating. It 
need not iiocesaaiily be employed during 
a mOiil or be carrit d like a eigar in tho 
mouth after eathig, but iu tho privacy 
of ouo'.s room th-3 quill toothpick should 
search ont euoh corner and angle bo- 
twoou the teeth, and all foreign matter 
should be removed; tliou tho toothbrusl 
should bo used, aud, as tho spaces bo 
twoou tho tooth aro vortical in a stand 
ing person, BO tho toothbrush sboult 
be used up and down rathor than across 
so that fresh water may be scrubbed bo 
tween each tooth, 


Tho toothbrushes that shed bristles 


aro not desirable articles of the toilet 
for not only are tho looso bristles 
great annoyance, but they may even 
work in between the teeth and in 
gams and oaaso pi>infnl pointa 
Such 


looho bristles usually come from cheap 
brushes or those used for too loug i 
time. 


These injunctions about the oare o: 


the teeth have to be repeated again one 
again, because it is_ fiuch a matter o: 
everyday observance that persons care 
ful in other matters ore caroiebs aboui 
their teeth. 
As the teeth are not only 


very visible, and when in a bad state 
very prominent, but are aids to diges- 
tion, and if imperfect may lead to dys 
pepsia and kindred troubles, they should 
bo scrupulously cared for.—Popular 
Health Magazine.

A Latter Fnll of denial Criticism am] 


Frfemlly ConnHAl. 


Poo had through life the habit of 


Bending bis better tales ao.i poems to 
distinguished literary men and bolicit- 
ing thereby their attention, writes Pro- 
fessor George K. Woodbsrry in Tha 
Century in prose itingBomoof Poo's un 
published correspondence relating to his 
residence in Philadelphia. 


He kept tho replies and was thus en- 


abled to append to Hirst's biography of 
him in the Philadelphia Saturday Mu- 
seum a long list of encomiums in addi- 
tion to such as had boon publicly made. 
Tho following letter from "Washington 
Irving was written in acknowledgment 
of "William Wilson," which had fol- 
lowed the "House of Usher," as a 
means of introduction, and the sub-

"spontanighity" instead of "spon- 
taneeity," which is an error that is 
incomprehensible. Few persons pro- 
nounce "inquiry" 
correctly, or 


"equable''—evon tho^o who are care- 
ful to give tho right sound to "Bou- 
gueroau," "Chopin" and "Bee- 
thoven;" also words! with "turo," 
such as temperature nnd legislature, 
are murdered by intelligent speak- 
ers. 
"Adonis," "Diana," "Cali- 


ope'' and other names are ruthlessly 
slaughtered in good society. "Stir- 
rup, " "squirrel," "sirup'"and manj' 
others with the short "i,"asm"it,' 
are pronounced as though the "i1 
•were "u," as in "up." The doctors 
have pretty generally reformed as to 
"itis" hi bronchitis and kindred 
words, but tlie public still say s " mor- 
pheen" instead of "morphin," "bou- 
zeen" instead of "benzin," etc.

Without apologizing for the rudeness 


of the gentleman of Japan, we venture 
to remark that we.itorn peoples, oven 
the moat educated among, us, do not 
seem to carefully distinguish between 
Japan and China, 


The Japanese have always regarded 


themselves as f;ir in advance in civiliza- 
tion, and there is nothing which offends 
the native of tho island of Japan more 
than to be taken for a Chiuainan. 


Very much of tho liberal attitude of 


the people of Japan toward western 
thought aurf custom arises from the fact 
that its national religion is Shintoism. 


Most people imagine that Buddhism 


is tho religion of Japan, and eonse 
quently tho national cult of Shintoism 
is a roligiooH belief which until the last 
80 years bad never been heard of in the 
western world. 


For ceutnrios Japan was a terra in- 


cognita to the rest of humanity, although 
its. history dates from uGO B. C., when 
Jimmer Tenno was king, and Shin'nism 
was his creed. 
Buddhism was not in- 


troduced into Japan until 550 of the 
ibristiau era, when it came from India 


by way of Korea. 


Tho term Shinto is of Chinese origin 


and is expressed by the almost unpro- 
nounceable Japanese word of Kann-iio- 
michi, the meti?jingof both v/ords being 
'the way oil tho spirits. " Tho essential 
principle of Sh'mtoism is a combination 
of ancestor worship and nature worship, 
and it would seem that tho latter of 
ihese elements is largely due to the con- 
aict of Japan with the Taoism of China. 
3hiuotism is therefore the veneration of 
;he country's heroes and benefactors of 
every age, legendary, historical, an- 
cient and modern. 


Tho essential feature of ShiutoisMi is 


,ts liberal attitude toward other reli- 
gions beliofs, and when Buddhism was 
wrought into Che country tbo pricsra of 
;he ancient belief extended the right 
land of fellowship toward its missiona- 
ries, But the same liberality brts not 
always been returned by the clergy of 
3nddhisi.il, nnd not very long ago one of 
be great temples at Tokyo was burned 
jy tho Buddhists to prevent its falling 
nto tho hands of tho Shinto priests. 


Shiutoisin has been equally liberal to- 


varrt modern Protestant missionaries, 
xii boforo tho Church of England udifice 
it Tokyo, now known as St. Andrew's 
3kur<:h, was Imilt tho prcsunt Shinto 
;overninutit lent one- of the Shinto roju- 
)les for Church of England serviccA, 
Whenever opposition to Christianity has 
arisen it has come from the old iiubili- 
y, who aro oppo.sod to all oliangt and 
'e xealou.s tuiitjjortoi's of Buddliinih. 
! 


Although Cjhintoi.siii has been tho an- 
j 


eut religion of Japan for more tbtm 


24 centuries it had never been declared 
ho "established religion" of Japan tm- 
il the year 1SG8, when for reas( ns 
wholly political it became tho establish- 
d religion of tho country. A gra::t of 
1300, QUO a year was made for tho main- 
ieuanco of tho Shin to temples au d 
brines, which aro said to be somewheru 
about 100,000 in number. 


The Buddhism of Japan bad been ex- 


icedingly aggressive and had almost sub- 
verted the ancient system of Shintoism, 
nit now when a child ia born itis taken 
ty its parents either to ti Shinto or a 
taddhist tevnplo for dedication. Funer- 
als Jiru uow conducted by cither Shinto 
r Buddhist priests, aa the relatives may 
prefer. 


The first great god of tbo Shintos is 


Jingo no Mikoto, the remote ancestor 
f the priest mikado, \vhoisKaitl to have 
jeen doKCumled from iiie god and god- 
less of the HUH. 
The mikado is known 


jnoug tho Japanese as Teushi, or the 
ou of heaven, on account of his celes- 


descent, the title of mikado mean- 


ng very much the same as tho subliino 
xu'to of tho Ottomans — namely, "the 
nresouce, " an expression so common in 
rieiital lands for exalted personages. 
t is said that when tho goddess of 
he Bun matta the mikado's remote an- 
estor (Miugo) sovereign of Japan she 
delivered to luiii "the way of the gods" 
,nd decreed that bis dynasty should be 
s immovable aa tho sun and the moon; 
tence the need for making Shiutoisin 
ho established religion. She also gave 
iim a mirror as a sacred emblem, Bay- 
ng, "Look upon this mirror aa my spir- 
t, keep it in tho sruno house and upon 
lie eamo floor with yourself, and wor- 
hip it as if you were worshiping my 
ctual presence. " Tho story is that this 
acred mirror is still in the Shinto tem- 
ple of Naiku, at Yam ado, although it 
.as never been seen by a western trav- 
ler. 


Tho rites of Sinntoism for many years 


ooupied a conspicuous place in the rules 
of the court of Japan, and there are ten 
sections of tho sacred book known as 
tho "Yeufii Shiki" devoted to court cere- 
monies. It must" be understood that, ac- 
cording to Shinto belief, the great incar- 
nate god is tho mikado himself, but tbo 
goda of ShJntoism are mini bared by tliftw- 
sands. — Thomas P. Hughes in New 
York Sun.

the nuisance, no action was taken In 
the matter other than the appoint- 
ing of a committee to devise ways 
and means by which to accomplish 
the work, and so far no report has 
been submitted by that committee. 


Yesterday, while the Allen county 


comir saioncra were in session, Dr. 
Steuber presented the case to them 
and his efforts were rewarded by the 
commissioners manifesting apparent 
Interest in the matter and promising 
to thoroughly investigate the possi- 
bilities of the movement, and per- 
haps at their next meeting, they will 
submit to the health officer a propo- 
sition of what they may consider 
right and possible for them to do.

About 7 o'clock this morning the 


ntsws of a terrific dynamite explosion 
nhlch occurred in the streets of 
Runtington, Ind. a short time be- 
fore, reached Lima. The report of 
the explosion was heard for miles 
and the force resulted in the loss of 
life and destruction of thousands of 
dollars worth of property. 


Just how the explosion was caused 


will probably never be known, but it 
is thought to have been tue result of 
carelessness on the part of the men 
who were handling it. 


Three men, one named Hartman, 


another named Flynn and the third 
whose name could not be learned, 
were engaged in constructing a sewer 
and were using dynamite for the 
purpose of blasting beneath the .sur- 
face of the streets. They were at 
work about a block from the 0. & E. 
depot and were only a few blocks 
from the main portion of the city, 
when 75 pounds of the explosive let 
go while one of the 
men 
was 


handling It and the report that fol- 
lowed was heard several miles from 
Huntingtoo and every building in the 
city trembled on its foundation. 


The body of the man who was 


working with the dynamite was blown 
nto fragments and pieces of flesh 
were picket! up several rods from the 
scene. The other two men had their 
arms and legs blown off and cannot 
live. 


The residence of C. & E. engineer 


Marlon Wilbur, near the scone, was 
completely wrecked. The residence 
of operator Frank Wlndle, the C. & 
E. train dispatcher's office, wan also 
badly damaged, and every building 
within a couple of blocks was more or 
less damaged. 


Great excitement prevailed In the 


city and for several hours the streets 
were crowded with frightened people, 
and the homes of the three victims 
of the explosion are scenes of sorrow. 


The damage to property will ag- 


f 


regate a loss of many thousands of 
ollars.
